Los Angeles, Cai. January 1%.—By 
carrying one passenger in his biplane 
en a 22-mile cross-country trip from 
Aviation Field te a point haif a mile 
eut ever the ocean; by taking an- 
other passenger on a 123-mile flight 
over the fields, and by taking three 
other passengers, one at a time, on 
short flights, Louls Paulhan today 
ertablished a new world’s record for 
heavier-than-air machines. 

The passenger-carrying record is 
held by Orville Wright, who flew with 
Captain Englehardt for 1 hour and 35 
minutes at Berlin last fall, but Wright 
4id not leave the course where he 
oould land at will. 

Paulhan was gone 33 minutes on his 
$8-mile trip He had as a passenger 
his wife. His 12-mile trip was made 
wiih Clifford B. Harmon, of New York. 
Besides these he took up Mrs. Cort- 
landt F. Bishop, wife of President 
/ Bishop, of the Aero Club of America; 
Lieutenant Paul Beck, of the United 
States army signal corps; William Ran- 
aoiph Hearst, the newspaper publish- 
er, and another newspaper man. 

Lieutenant Beck, on his trip, took 
dummy dynamite bombs to attempt to 
throw them from a height to a meas- 
ured place on the ground. This was 
@ test made for the benefit of the army. 
While Lieutenant Beck was not suc- 
cessful in placing the bembs within 
the square, they did not lang far 
away. 

The other aviators did not accom- 
plish much. Charles K. Hamilton made 
three starts in an attempt to lower 
Paulhan’s altitude record of 4,165 feét. 

The ll-Dosch machine, an Ameri- 
can Ma ne, owned by H. W. Gill, of 
Baltimore, while circling the field, 
came down with a crash that. wrecked 
the left plane. Hillary Beachey, the 
driver, Was not injured. 

Gienn H. Curtiss went around the 
ceurse three times, and the second time 
tried for a speed record. His lap 
was 2:19, seven seconds from the rec- 
ord. Tomorrow is the last day of the 
meet.

The caucus ineldentally rejected 
Rainey, of Illinois, one the two 
democrats selected by the democratic 
caucus last Saturday night as the 
house minority’s representative on the 
committee. The six men selected in- 
clude three “regular” republicans— 
McCall, of Massachusetts; Olmsted, of 
Pennsylvania, and Denby, of Michi- 
gan; one insurgent, Madison, of Kan- 
sas, and two democrats, James and 
Lioyd, the latter being named instead 
of Rainey.

The caucus, lasted three hours, but, 
although characterized by  consider--« 
able acrimony and a bolt of six in- 
surgents, led by Cooper, of Wiscon- 
sin, Was more peaceful than most 
members thought it would be. 

The objections urged against Rainey 
and Jamés, especially the former, were 
in nO sense personal, but were based 
upon allegations of extreme partisan- 
ship, unfitting them for a judicial in- 
vestigation. Those who voiced this 
objection claimed to be expressing the 
Views of President Taft.

Road Brings Suit’ to 
Recover Sum, 


EA-PRESIDENT INVOLVED

It Is Charged That Benjamin 
Thomas, While Head of the 
Road, Entered Into a Real 
Estate Conspiracy by Which 
the Road Was Robbed of 
$850,000. 


Chicago, January 19.—Charges. that 
Benjamin Thomas, former president of 
the Chicago and Western Indiana 
Railroad, Charles R. Kappes, former 
real estate dealer for the road. and 
John C. Fetzer, dbtained at least $8590,- 
000 from the railroad through a real 
estate conspiracy, are made in a bilt 
for an accounting filed in the efrenit 
eourt today. 

Divided the Profita 

The bill was filed by the Chicago 
and Western Indiana Railroad Com- 
pany.

When the railroad wished to a- 
quire property, the bill says, Thomas 
would defer the matter to Kappes. 
Fetzer, who was in the real estate 
business, would be directed to make 
the purchase, the money being turned 
over to him.

It is charged in the bill that Fetzer 
in his report to the railroad company 
would name a greater amount than he 
had paid.

In June, 1908, Thomas and Kappas 
resigned their positions with the rail- 
road.

The court issued an injunction re- 
straining the defendants from dispos- 
ing of certain bonds which the Dill 
alleges formed part of the profits of 
the land deals. 

Defendants are Silent. 

None of the defendants would make 
any statement tonight. Mr. Thomas 
began his railroad eareer in 1865 on 
the New York, Lake Erie and Western 
Road. In 1887 he was general super- 
intendent of the old Chicago and At- 
lantic Railroad. He is a trustee of 
the American Trust and Savings 
Bank. 

In 1904 Mr. Fetzer was appointed 
managing receiver of the Chicago 
Union Traction Company, the North 
Chicago Street Railway Company and 
the West Chfcago Street Ratlway Com- 
pany. He was also president of the 
lilinois Northern Railroad and a di- 
rector in several banks and fire in- 
surance companies, 

The bill cites many real estate 
deals effected for the company by the 
defendants in which fraud is alleged 
and in which, it is asserted, “dum- 
mies” were employed for the purpose 
of selling property to the company at 
fictitious prices.

EX.GOVERNOR LOWRY 
GOES TO HIS LONG HOME 


Jackson, Miss., January 19.—Colone! 
Robert Lowry, twice governor of Mis- 
sissippi, confederate veteran and for 
half a century prominent in the affairs 
of the state, died at his home here to- 
right, aged 78 years. His death fol- 
owed an iliness of several years, the 
result of an attack of rheumatism, 
which necessitated his retirement from 
public affairs. 

Colonel Lowry was a native of Ches- 
terfield, &. C., but removed with his 
parents to this state when quite young. 
He studied law in Arkansas. and was 
admitted to the bar of that state, but, 
after several years, returned to Mis- 
sissipp!. During the civil war he 
served with distinction in the confed- 
in command of a Missis- 
sippi regiment. 

_At the close of the war he returned 


lished his home, and resumed the prac- 
tice of law. After serving in both 
branches of the state legislature he 
was elccted governor in 1881. and re- 
elected to the succeeding term.

| Governors Propose to De- 


fend Their Territory. 


| Unanimity of Opinion as to the 


Necessity for State Activity. 
Feature of the Session Was 
an Address by Ambassador 
Bryce. 


Washington, January 19.—*States’ 
rights” was the burden of most of the 
addresses delivered at the conference 
of governors today, with particular 
reference to the conservation of re- 
sources and the regulation and super- 
vision of public service corporations. 
An interchange of views on these two 
subjects showed unanimity of opinion 
as to the necessity for state. activity. 

A feature of the afternoon session 
was a speech by Ambassador Bryce, 
who believed that the conference 
would emphasize the importance of 
the governorship, and that the chief 
executive of each state was growing 
more and more to be looked upon 
as the personal representative of the 
poople of his state. 

State and Federal Courts. 

Governor Eberhart, of Minnegota, in- 
troduced a resolution defining the 
jurisdiction of the state and federal 
courts In matters involving interstate 
commerce. These were referred to a 
committee of five, consisting of Gov- 
ernor Fort, of New Jersey; Harmon, of 
Ohio; Burke, of North Dakota; Prouty, 
of Vermont, and Ansel, of South Caro- 
lina. 

Governor Quinby, of New Hampshire, 
opened the morning session with a 
speech. 

Governor Willson, of Kentucky, de- 
Clared that the state had the right 
of control over water power and that 
the federal government did not have a 
Scintilla of right to it. Governor Car- 
roll, of lowa, said he was in sympathy 
With the movement for uniform laws 
for the states, while Governor Fort, 
of New Jersey, deciared the time had 
come for the states to control more of 
those things which they have hitherto 
passed in stience, including water pow- 
er 


MRS. KIRKLAND, OF GEORGIA, 

TO THE CIVIC FEDERATION 
Washington, January 19.—Agreeing 
that there should be uniformity in 
state laws affecting not only commer- 
cial matters, but likewise those that 
pertain to the well-being of the indi- 
vidual, the Civic Federation, at its 
final session today, adopted a number 
of resolutions. Among them were those 
recommending to the governors the 
adoption of uniform laws for the pro- 
tection of children employed in indus- 
tries; favoring a uniform insurance 
code for adoption by the several states: 
uniform legislation on the subject of 
gathering and preservation of vital 
statistics; indorsing the conservation 
of American forests and referring the 
seme to the committee on uniform state 
laws. 

The conference adopted a resolution 
recommending to the governors of the 
several states, now meeting in this city, 
and to the states themselves, that 
workmen's compensation acts be uni- 
formly substituted for the present sys- 
tem of employers’ Hability for injuries. 

Mrs. Grace Kirkland, of Georgia, 

made a plea to the conference for 
equality in citizenship. Speaking of 
the civil contract and on the question 
of divorce in passing, she said: 
“We bring in the old canonical laws, 
the ecclesiastic restrictions, and hedge 
them about with every sort of hin- 
drance that is detrimental to true public 
pclicy and human happiness.” 

It was her judgment that if the men 
in attendance upon the conference 
wanted to enact the legislation, as set 
forth in the resolution, they had better 
give the women a chance to vote With 
them on these questions.

Hocking Coal Stock 
Drops and Brokers Fail. 


As Result of Sensational De- 
cline in Hocking, Lathrop, 
Haskins & Co. and Fiske & 
Co. Go Under---The Stock Ex- 


change to Investigate. 


New York, January 19.—There was 
an episode on the New York stock 
exchange today more spectacular in 
many respects than the recent Rock 
Island fiasco. With a break of more 
than 60 points, the so-called Columbus 
and Hocking Coal and Iron pool was 
smashed, two stock exchange house 
were forced to suspend, and the mar- 
ket generally underwent severe de- 
cilnes, involving the heaviest trading 
since the day of Edward H. Harriman’s 
death. Total sales aggregated 1,634,500 
shares. A rigid inquiry by the gov- 
ernors of the exchange probably will 
be the aftermath. 

The Firms Involved. 

The firms involved are J. M. Fiske & 
Co., of No. 42 Broadway, and Lathrop, 
Haskins & Co., of No. 60 Broadway. 
The failure of both was caused by the 
collapse of the pool and involuntary 
petitions in bankruptcy were filed 
against both this afternoon. 

In the case of J. M. Fiske & Co., 
the Mabilities of the firm are placed 
by creditors at $750,000, with assets of 
$400,000. In the petition against the 
firm creditors alleged the preferential 
transfer of property to one or more 
creditors, and further charged 
that the alleged bankrupts permitted 
a considerable portion of their prop- 
erty “to be concealed or removed, with 
intent to hinder, delay and defraud 
creditors.” Judge Hand, in the United 
States district court, appointed a re- 
ceiver tonight 

Assets and liabilities are not stated 
in the petition filed against Lathrop, 
Haskins & Co., although it is alleged 
that the claims of creditors on stock 
accounts aggregate $16,200. Admission 
of insolvency is also alleged. 

Camse of Collapeec. 

The collapse in the pool today was 
brought about primarily by the refusa!) 
of banks to make further advances on 
the stock as collateral and the ina- 
bility or failure of those who were long 
of it to make good impaired margins. 

The suspension of the two firms 
most vitally concerned was therefore a 
natural result. 

Several individuals also are said to 
have lost heavily. In all, about 45,000 
shares of Columbus and Hocking 
changed hands at a range of from 88% 
to 25. The stock closed at 33, a net 
less of 54% points. The entire market 
closed weak, with prices at low ebb. 

The pool has been in existence for 
about a year.

A beautiful tribute ta the memory 
of Robert E. Lee. the dead chieftain 
of the confederacy, was paid by At-

Judge Hillyer’s Tribute.

ASPECTS:OF BOND ISSUE 


This is my commandment that ye 
love one another. John xv, 12. 

By the kindness of The Constitution 
I am permitted to convert the paper 
into a pulpit today. 

I want. to preach a sermon to the 
voters of Atlanta on the mora 
aspects of the bond question. 
There are doubtless phases of 
this subject which look entirely to 
the material progress and well-being 
of Atlanta. But the fundamental and 
central and burning fact about an 
issue of bonds is a moral one. 

It is not a question of mere policy, 
upon which men may differ in judg- 
ment as they might differ as to wheth- 
er it were a wise expenditure of money

neither be moral nor ‘immoral. If that 
were the question to be decided on 
the 15th of February, a minister would 
be clearly out of his sphere to preach 
about it one way or another.

There is a remedy which would 
quickly and effectively stop the 
currence of these terrible accidents, 
and it should be applied.

The chauffeur’s first of- 
fense should be punished by a fine and 
suspension of his license for three 
months. When reinstated he should 
be required to give a bond for ith- 
demnity. The third offense should be 
penal, with no recourse from a prison 
term. 

This remedy has proven most ef- 
fectual tin the large northern cities 
and would do so in Atlanta. 

The auto driver forgets that he en- 
dangers other lives than is own 
when he drives recklessly. As it is 
now, our wives, daughters and sis- 
ters are at the mercy of some in- 
a "etent at the helm of a powerful 
maci.uwe aS it zigzags through the 
Street.

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STATE HEALTH OFFICERS 
HOLD INTERESTING SESSION 


At the adjournment of the Southern 
Heaith Conference yesterday there 
was a very interesting meeting in the 
Piedmont Hotelof the various officers 
from the state medical boards which 
were represented in the conference. 
The object of the meeting was for 
informal discussion as to the ways 
and means of the crusade against the 
hook worm, and for the comparison of 
methods already adopted in some 
states. 

A most interesting talk was made 
by Dr. Porter, president of the health , 
board of Florida, wherethereare al- 
ready two medical lecturers In the 
field under the board of health, wh"le 
the state appropriation for  pubiic 
health is between thirty and forty 
thousand dollars. The fund is on the

Says Insect Puts Up Bluff. 
Planters Too Pessi- 
mistic. 


Memphis, Tenn., January 19.—Be- 
fore an audience that filled the audi- 
torlum of the Business Men's Club, Dr. 
Seaman A. Knapp, of the United States 
dopartment of agriculture, delivered a 
speech here this afternoon on the. boll 
| weevil and its ravages. Hundreds of 
farmers from Mississippi and Arkan- 
gas arrived on early trains to hear the 
address, which was listened to with: 
marked attention. . 

Boll weevils have ‘cost the United 
States untold hundreds of ,thousands 
of dollars in the. destruction of the 
cotton crops, but most of it ig to be 
charged against the® “bluff” that the 
insect puts up, or rather, the fear that 
its approach inepires. According to 
Dr. Knapp, the average cotton planter 
was defeated before he ever began to 
fight the pest. Of all the drawbacks 
that confront the.cotton planter, he is 
cogvinced that pessimism is the worst, 

Wave of Pessimism. 

“The first and most serious of 
these,’ he said, “is the wave of dis- | 
couragement and pessimism in advance 
of the weevil: Many honest but mis- 
taken men affirm fm advance ofthe 
weevil that cotton cannot be success- 
fully made where the weevil appears. 
Immediately the:-bankers and the mer- 
chants withhold credit. Labor. is com- 
pelled to leave. The farmers do half 
work and frequently ‘abandon a por- 
tion of their crop. This frequently 
results in a loss of 20 per cent before 
the weevil hag done any damage.”

FARMERS URGED 
TO WOLD COTTON 


By President of the New 
Orleans Exchange. 


Slump in Futures Hasn’t Affect- 
ed Value of Real Cotton--Bear 
Raid in New York Work of 
Wealthy Gamblers---Farmers 
Can Control the Situation. 


New Orleans, January 19.—Apropos 
of the so-called bear raid in the New 
York cotton market, President W. B. 


Thompson, of the New Orleans cotton 
exchange, issued a signed statement 
tonight in which he says: 


“If there was ever a time when the 
cotton producer and the holder of spot 
cotton should make a stand that time 
is the present. We have recently 
passed through one of the most trying 
and unWarranted declines in the his- 
tory of the-cotton trade. Spot cotton 
is intrinsically worth little if any less 
than it was two weeks ago, yet in the 
meantime, through the manipulation of 
a few bear operators in the New York 
market, the entire cotton trade has 
been for the time being demoralized. 


Intrinsic Value Not Affected. 


“Let it be understood that the slump 
in the contract market has not af- 
fected the intrinsic value of cotton. 
The law of supply and demand deter- 
mines this value. The New York raid 
is not a legitimate incident of the cot- 
ton trade either in spots or futures. 
It represents the efforts of a few men 
with much money to gain their purpose 
by a guerrilla attack. It is as if a 
man or set of men for the sake of 
gratifying a personal grudge and of 
reaping a persona: profit should en- 
deavor to stampede the occupants of a 
crowded building by the cry of ‘fire.’ 

“The issue is a large one. It com- 
prehends more than the interests of 
the bear or bull operators in cotton. It 
raises the question as to whether a 
few manipulators shall demoralize a 
great trade system and go unpunished 

erefor. It affects the best interests 

f not only the spot market, but the 
future market as well. The most 
powerful! agent of retribution is within 
the control of. the farmer and spot 
holder, if they will use it.” 


Bull Leader Hayne Talks. 

Frank B. Hayne has returned to this 
city from New York, and brings with 
him the first authentic information re- 
garding the position of the bull lead- 
ers since the decline in cotton began. 
In discussing the situation, Mr. Hayne 
said: 

“Personally, I wish to say that the 
report that Mr. Brown and myself went 
to New York on Monday with the in- 
tention of selling out on the public, 
after issuance of the census ginning 
report, is absolutely false, nor is it 
true that Mr. Brown and myself went 
to New York for the purpose of trying 
to boost cotton to 20 cents, as has been 
stated by some newspapers. 

“I have not lost faith in cotton. I 
believe that its intrinsic value, and not 
bull manipulation, advanced it to 16% 
cents. I believe that bear manipula- 
tion and the power of money—in other 
words, an organized bear poo! in New 
York, has put the price of futures to 
ite present level, which is practically 
1 cent per pound less than what actual 
cotton can be bought for throughout 
the south. 

Crop Very Short. 

“Every day is proving conclusively 
that the shortest crop estimates were 
correct. I firmly belleve that if we 
receive 200,000 bales of new crop cot- 
ton the commercial crop will not reach 
10,500,000 bales, including same, linters, 
repacks and so forth. The visible sup- 
Ply carried over on September 1 was 
1,400,000, which, added to a crop of 
10,500,000 bales, is 11,900,000 bales. The 
spinners of the world took last year 
13,300,000 to 13,400,000 bales, so that 
if’ they consumed 1,250,000 bales less 
than last year, the visible supply of cot- 
ton in the world will be wiped out. In 
other words, Liverpool, New Orleans, 
New York, the thirty-odd counted 
towns in the United States, Bremen, 
Havre and the other markets of Europe 
that are counted in the visible supply, 
will not have a bale of cotton. As this 
is an impossibility, and as the world's 
visible supply cannot, under any cir- 
cumstances, go below 500,000 bales, the 
spinners of the world must realize this 
fact: that, never mind what the price 
of cotton may be, they will have to 
consume from 1,750,000 to 2,000,000 
bales less than last year, and if, under- 
standing these conditions, they do not 
take advantage of the present decline 
to lay in their supply, they certainly 
will have no right later on to denounce 
bull manipulation.”

Buenos Ayres, January 19.—A revolu- 
tion is reported to have broken out in 
the republic of Uruguay against the 
government of President Claudio Willi- 
man. It has been impossible thus far 
to confirm the report, as a rigorous 
censorship has been established at 
Montevideo, the Uruguayan capital. 

Montevideo, January 19.—A rebellion 
has broken out in the provinces. 

The government, however, expects to 
put it down promptly. 

It is impossible to determine the ex- 
tent of the disaffection, which is led by 
a faction of the white party and be- 
lieved to be secretly aided by Argen- 
tina. A rigid censorship by the govern- 
ment prevents the receipt here of de- 
tails.

FIGHT ON BLACK ROOT 


Fifteen More Counties Yet to 
Be Visited by the In- 
spectors. 


resume their 
February 10 in the interest of the 
black root campaign, begun so auspi- 
ciously before Christmas. There are 
about fifteen more counties to be visit- 
ed with this work, then the state will 
have been canvassed, insofar as this 
dread cotton disease has made itself 
felt. 

It is recalled that the general as- 
sembly last year made a special appro~ 
priation of $10,000 with which to fight 
this disease, and the campaign of edu 
eation, which these authorities are 
making is a part of tnis work. 

Coupled with the use of the resist- 
ant variety of cotton seed which the 
department of entomology has raised, 
it is believed that this disease can be 
entirely destroyed in Georgia. 

It is estimated that if this disease 
had not been prevalent last year, the 
cotton and cotton seed crop would 
have brought ten million dollars more. 

Not only has the loss of the cotton 
to be reckoned with now, on account of 
the ravages of the black root, or wilt, 
but also the loss of the cotton seed, 
which the Georgia farmer looks upon 
as “velvet.’’

Collapse of Pool. 


New York, January 19.—Those con- 
cerned in the stock market had their, 
attention directed today from general 
causes affecting values to those hav-' 
ing to do with purely speculative! 
causes. The collapse in Columbus and 
Hocking Coal and Iron affected the 
market in much the s@4me way as the 
Rock Island episode in the market of 
December 27 and gave rise to the 
Question whether investigation and 
discipline by the stock exchange au- 
thorities were to follow, as in the 
Rock Island case. The activities of a 
market pool In the Hocking stock have 
been notorious for months, in the 
course Of which venture some bear 
traders attempted to profit by the evi- 


dence of inflation in the price of the 
stock by short sales. So perfect has 


been the control of the stock by ‘the 
pool that they were able to mete out 
punishment to the bears as often as 
this happened, and at the same time 
further the project of advancing the 
market quotation for their holdings. 
How Httle genuine demand existed for 
the stock at the price altitudes to 
which it had been lifted was the strik- 


ing demonstration of its actions today, 
when bankefs called loans from the 
holders and left them obliged to mar 
ket their stock for what it woul 
bring. The collapse to 25 compared 
with 871-4 for the last price yester- 
day and 921-2 last week represents a 
suddenness of defiation rare in the his- 
tory of the New York stock exchange. 
The sympathetic effect was particulas 
ly severe on stocks open to any sua 
picion of having been treated in a 
similar way in the course of rapid ad- 


vances in their market quotations. The 
most flagrant examples were found in 
the list of so-called specialties usually 
obscure, but made prominent through 
the instrumentality of market organ 
ization and manipulation. There were 
some of the stocks with a wider mar- 


ket that did not escape the unfavor- 
able inference to be drawn from the 
days principal episode.
